The representatives assured the 
Council that ample water would he 
supplied for the city’s needs, but this 
would entail a large expenditure. 

In ‘answering the criticism that the 
power service might be interrupted by 
breakages for long periods, Mr. }3ax-: 
ter pointed out that Wetaskiwin would | 
be supplied from the line running to 
Edmonton (a short distance from this 
city) and that the Edmonton contract 
provided for continuous service, with 
a heavy penalty attached for non-ful- 
filment, so that Wetaskiwin would be 
well protected in the matter, and, 
further, power would be brought here 
eventually from three directions. i 

The company would take over the 
water system and operate it on the 
present basis, namely, supply water 
at a minimum of $2.25, with free water , 
to all those who have had that privil- 
ege in the past. They will also take, 
over the sewer system and operate 
same. | 

The estimated cost of supplying 
electricity at the Wetaskiwin sub-sta- 
tion is 2%4 per k.w., while the rates 
to ccusumers were published in a pre- 
vious issue. 

After a general and lengthy discus- 
sion, it was moved by Alds. Howatt 
and French—“That in view of the fact 
that the Calgary Power Co. has re- 
fused to accept the city’s offer to sell 
the light and water utilities for $160,- 
000, as per resolution of last meeting, 
that we accept their offer of $125,000, 
subject to a satisfactory agreement 
being entered into.’ The resolution 
carried, the vote being: Aye—Ald. 
Howatt, French, Ellis and Toreson. 
Nay—Mayor Montgomery, Ald. Scott 
and Cook. . 

That the matter may be correctly 
and fairly explained to the ratepayers, 
the Calgary Power Company consent- 
ed to send a man here to address a 
public meeting before the vote on the 
matter is taken. 

The meeting adjourned.

CITIZENS TO DECIDE 
VERY IMPORTANT: QUESTION. 


In the very near future, the rate- 
payers of Wetaskiwin will be called 
upon to decide one of the most im- 
portant questions which has_ ever 
arisen in this city. At a meeting of 
the City Council on Thursday evening 
last, the offer of the Calgary Power 
Company of $125,000 for the light, 
power, water and sewer utilities of 
Wetaskiwin was accepted, and this 
proposal will be voted on by the rate- 
payers as scon as the necessary steps 
are carried out. 

In another column we have quoted 
some of the figures submitted by the 
Calgary Power Company, which ap- 
pear to be very reasonable. The Com- 
pany agrees to furnish the city with 
an adequate water supply at exdctly 
the same rate as the consumers are 
now paying, and if the proposal is rati- 
fied by the vote, they will pay the cost 
of the water well now being drilled. 
They will also take over the sewer 
system and operate the same. 

The company will contract to supply 
electric energy at the Wetaskiwin 
sub-station at 2% cents a k.w., which 
is a much lower price than the city 
can possibly manufacture it for. This 
will enable the company to supply 
electricity to the consumers at about 
one-third the present rates, and still 
make a good profit. 

On the surface, this appears to be 
a good proposal for the city to accept, 
but the question is so complicated that 
it should be given the most serious 
thought. One or more public meetings 
should be held where every phase of 
the question can be discussed, so that 
an intelligent vote will be registered 
when the time comes. 

If any ratepayer desires to publicly 
express his views on this momentous 
question, either for or against the pro- 
posal, the columns of The Times are 
at his disposal. We will welcome the 
opinions of the ratepayers as to 
whether we should continue to operate 
our municipally owned utilities, or 
whether they should be disposed of to 
a private company.

SUMMER DIARRHOEA 


More ‘babies die in Canada during 
the month of September than during 
any other month of the year. The 
reason for this is because so many of 
the babies are weakened by attacks of 
diarrhoea. during the hot summer 
months ,they fall victims to second 
attacks of the disease or to other con- 
ditions, which, in their weakened 
state, they are unable to withstand. 

In the year 1928, over 4,200 babies 
died as a result of diarrhoea. This 


which has been made is practical evi- 
dence that diarrhoea can be largely 
prevented if we will but take the nec- 
essary measures to do it. 


The more serious forms of diar- 
rhoea can be largely prevented if we 
will but take the necessary measures 
to do it. 

The more serious forms of diar- 
rhoea are due to germs which gain 
entrance to the body in water, milk or 
other food. The reason why it occurs 
more frequently in warm weather and 
why it is commonly known as summer 
diarrhoea is because, when milk is 
warm, any germs which are in the 
milk grow rapidly, and when such 


every child should be breast-fed. The 
surest and most practical way to pre- 
vent diarrhoea is to breast-feed. 


For babies who cannot be breast- 
fed, and for older children, milk which 
is pasteurized should be used. If pas- 
teurized milk cannot be purchased, 
then it should be pasteurized in the 
home. After pasteurization, every 
care must be taken of milk, in order 
to keep it cold and free from dirt and 
flies. Milk is a most valuable food, 
but it must be cared for or it is dan- 
gerous. 

Mothers should realize that if a 
diarrhoea does occur, it is a serious 
condition, and the time to call a doc-

least to his satisfaction a very ma- 
terial decrease in the production of 
butter and a further decrease in the 
number of dairy herds, with a corres- 
ponding increase in the production of 
butter and in the dairy herds of New 
Zealand. I do not know whether his 
figures are accurate, but I noticed that 
the Minister of Finance produced an- 
other set of figures. I think it is to 
‘be deplored that there seems to be no 
||| way of getting accurate figures. If we 
cannot get them right we would be far 
better off to leave them out entirely, 
but surely there is some source to 
which we may go for figures which 
may be accepted by both sides of the 
house. Apparently it is the practice 
for one side of the house to get the 
facts which suit them and for the 
other side to disregard those facts and 
secure quite different information. I 
am rot charging that the hon. gentle- 
man who introduced the subject gave 
incorrect figures, but it is very strange 
that the Ministar of Finance should 
find it necessary te quote another set 
of figures practically the opposite of 
those given by the first speaker. 
Personally I have no doubt that 
there has been a decrease in the dairy 
herds cf Canada and in the produc- 
tion of butter, but as to the actual 
number of cattle or millions of pounds 
of butter I do not know. I would also 
agree with the minister that there has 
been an increase in the price of dairy 
‘cattle, but there has been a greater 
increase in the price of beef cattle 
which fact has affected the price of 
dairy cattle, so that certainly does not 
prove that the dairy industry has not 
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been affocted by the Australian treaty. 
I want to point out to the Minister of 
Finance and to the government that 
discrimination has been shown 
against this branch of agriculture by 
the Australian treaty, a discrimination 
in the sense that the Httle protection 
which was given the farmers on the 
one or two items upon which a tariff 
is practicablo was taken away and no 
corresponding reductions were made 
with regard to the articles which on- 
ter into the production of the com- 
modities so dealt with. That is a dis- 
crimination. It has been said that the 
benefits to Canada of the Australlan 
treaty were purchased and paid for by 
the dairy industry. I do not think 
there is any doubt about that; if the 
dairymen are to be deprived of the 
protection which they had on the one 
or two articles on which it was, pos- 
sible to place a tariff, then they should 
have a corresponding reduction in 
tariffs on highly protected items 
which enter into their business. 

It does not require any statement 
from me to prove that the farmers of 
Canada’ generally have expressed 
themselves as being opposed to tar- 
iff_s, but I think I am correctly inter- 
preting the opinion of the farmers of 
my own province when I say that they 
ask for equal treament in this regard. 
If it is impossible to give them the 
same protection which is given to 
everyone else, then protection should 
not be given to anyone. That is their 
challenge. If you universalize pro- 
tection, then no particular class will 
suffer. The nation may suffer or it 
may gain, as the case may be, depend- 
ing on which is the correct view, but 
if you protect every class then no 
class will be unduly burdened. You 
must do one thing or the other; you 
must either protect the farmers equal- 
ly with all other classes or you must 
not protect anyone. That is the po- 
sition which the farmers in the west 
are beginning to take.. They are op- 
posed to tariffs, but they are saying 
also that they should receive equal 
treatment. If you are going to pro- 
tect the manufacturers and then take 
off the protection which the farmers 
had, conditions will be a great deal 
worse. Protection is not a moral is- 
gue, it is a matter of dollars and cents. 
It concerns the implements and other 
things which the farmer needs, and 
no farmer can afford to set himself 
upon a moral, pedestal and say: Be- 
cause I have subscribed to a so-called 
Liberal doctrine for twenty years, 
that is no reason why I should allow 
my business to suffer from an in- 
justice of this kind. This is not a mor- 
al question, it is an economic one, and 
economic principles alone must gov- 
ern. In taking this new attitude rhe 
farmers of the west cannot be said to 
have abandoned their principles: they 
stand just as ready as ever for free 
trade. 

I will even challenge the hon. gen- 
tlefnan (Mr. Forke) who assumes to 
have the right to speak. for all the 
farmers and say so far as I know there 
is no farmer organization in western 
Canada which has not expressed itself 
as being in favor of the principle ‘of 
free trade, they are the only people, 
however, who do express those ideas. 
Nevertheless, they are saying: Since 
you will not give us free trade, do not 
protect everyone else and leave us to 
pay the bill. That is the position they 
are beginning to take, and surely it is 
a reasonab'e one. 


What does the Minister of Finance 
(Mr. Robb!) have to say in reply to 
this question which has brought to 
the attention of parliament, this ques- 
tion which is engaging te serious at- 
tention of a very important branch of 
the agricultural industry in Canada? 
What remedy does the minister offer 
to parliament and to the people of 
Canada? His first point is to attempt 
to prove that the Conservatives had 
done even worse on one occasion. Mr. 
Speaker, I know that that is a very 
common political answer, and I do 
not suppose the minister is open to 
any more severe criticism for making 
it than is any other minister who has 
adopted that attitude in past years. I 
suggest to the minister that it is too 
much of an old-fashioned angument, 
it is too stupid an argument for a 
brilliant man like himself to present. 
I would ask him to drop that kind of 
parrying and face the question 
squarely, What do the farmers of 
western Canada care about the allega- 
tion that on one occasion the Conserv- 
ative party advocated the bringing in 
of oleomargarine and that such is said 
by the Minister to be much worse 
than what has been brought in by the 
Liberal party? That is no answer to 
the argument; it is not even recog- 
nizing the problem, and is unworthy 
of the minister. 

Then the minister disputes the fact 
that there is a problem; he says it 
does not exist and that the removal 
of protection has increased the indus- 
try, given higher profits to the farm- 
ers, and, according to the Montreal 
Gazette, has produced more milk and 
more of anything else which goes to 
make a flourishing industry. I hope 
that someone will be in a position to 
challenge the minister’s figures. I am 
quite satisfied that they are incorrect, 
but I am not going to offer anotlier set 
of figures. 

Then the minister offers a solution 
to the dairymen of Canada. He tells 
them that, although they have been re- 
ceiving less for their butter and have 


suffered a little through the reduction |. 


in the tariff, the country has been able 
to ship out $130,900,000 worth of goods 
to New Zealand more than would have 
been possible had this reduction not 
been taken away. If the ‘minister 
wanted to make a donation of $130,- 
000,000 to New Zealand, why should 
he ask the farmers of Canada to as- 
sume any sacrifice in order to make 
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that possible? The donation could 
have been mado direct without touch 
ing tho tariff on butter at all. if he 
did not mako a donation to ‘Now 
Zealand of $180,000,000, for, which he 
received nothing, then what did he 
do? What is tho meaning of this? I 
would say to the minister that that 
argument fs a halfbaked platitude and 
one which never was and never will 
be true in relation to international 
trade. There is no such thing as a 
favorable or adverse balance of trade, 
It must be built up either by debts or 
through making presents to the other 
neople. Surely the time has come 
when the minister should stop mak- 
‘ing! these meaningless statements as 
an excuse for having done something 
which he should not have done, or for 
not having done that which he should 
have done. 

The minister next quotes from the 
newspapers and claims that the Mon- 
treal Gazette has a more accurate 
knowledge as regards milk than have 
the cows and the men who milk them. 
I suggest that he consult with the men 
in western Canada who are milking 
the cows and find out whether or not 
they agree with him that the Aus- 
tralian treaty has improved their in- 
dustry. If it has not improved that 
industry, why does the minister frank- 
ly admit it? I would not blame him 
for having made the experiment, but 
I am blaming him for denying that a 
certain thing has happened when 
those engaged in the industry concern- 
ed and best qualified to know assert 
that it has. I blame him for refusing 
to face the issue. 

Then the Minister of Immigration 
(Mr. Forke) rises to extend his pro- 
found sympathy to the down-trodden 
agriculturists of Canada. We all know 
that the Minister of Immigration is a 
very sympathetic gentleman; he 
could not help but be sympathetic to 
anyone, and in extending sympathy 
to the farmers he is only extending 
that which he would extend to anyone 
else. At any rate there can be no doubt 
that the farmers who had to reduce 


their production of butter last yearj 


because of the treaty which the Min- 
ister of Immigration helped to put 
into effect, will be very glad of his 
sympathy and probably will be better 
with it than they would be without it.

Mergers and Yet More Mergers; 
Grain Companies’ Economizing 


Winnipeg, July 18—More economy 
in the handling of Canadian grain! 
That is the secret of the numerous 
mergers recorded among the big firms 
on this exchange. Thirty odd firms, 
among them = such influential com- 
binations as the Stewart, Guage and 
Sellers companies, have placed them- 
selves under one corporate manage- 
ment in the past few weeks. More are 
to follow. There are 68 firms among 
the 500 members of the Winnipeg 
grain exchange which are continuing 
to do business as individual organiza- 
tions. It is predicted that this num- 
ber will be reduced by one half before 
the end of the year, with a reduction 
of many millions in the cost of opera- 
tion. 

With the diversion of more than one 
half of the grain handled in Canada, 
from the trade to the pool, some such 
merging of private interests as is now 
taking place was inevitable. The 
straight commission business has 
been cut to pieces on this exchange by 
the producers with their pool. One of 
the firms on this exchange who, be- 
fore the Pool was formed, made a for- 
tune every year by merely finding a 
ibiuyer for the various cars consigned 
to him {sg today operating with merely 
a skeleton staff. Others have been 
proportionately hard hit. Commission 
firms, so useful to the producers in the 
old days of private tradinz, were the 
first to feel the blight of: Pool competi- 
tion. ; 
Other private traders have been 


saved annihilation by the fact that 
they own strings of country elevators 
that show profits. Today this is the 
chief weakness of the Pool. They are 
building and acquiring rural elevators 
at the rate of 300 and 400 a year, but 
there are 5000 primary «:levators and 
the Pool owns but 1600. Those who 
control the country elevator control 
the flow of grain. Private traders con- 
tinue to build proportinnately as 
rapidly as the Pool. The terminals 
too are most essential t» economic 
operatio of the rgalu trade. 

The “unrecorded” cr ‘ssuret" pref: 
its attributed by some to the ccuntry 
elevator operator {!s supposed to be 
made up by under grading, “over- 
ages” and mixing. Evidence submitted 
‘@i the prairies to the Royal Grain 
commission this spring suggests there 
is much myth about these “secret” 
source of revenue. Many witnesses, el 
evator operators, swore to losing 
grades and having nothing but ncmin- 
al overages, and there were those who 
testified to having substantial over- 
ages and “macking” grades. It was in 
evidence that, in the matter of grad- 
ing at primary points, it works both 
ways, according to the eccentricities 
of the government grading and the 
market. Many country operators who 
buy grain on a grade they think it is 
entitled to and will get when it ‘reach- 
es the official grading terminal, find 
that they have overgraded and lost a 
grade.

Learn to hold your cards in such a 
‘way that your opponents cannot see 
them. This advice may seem unneces- 
sary to the majority of players; but, if 
they will take notice, they cannot help 
but admit that many players hold their 
«ards in such a way that one or both 
opponents can get a good look. A fair 
‘opponent should call attention to this 
warelessness and request his opponent 
to hold his cards so that his cards can- 
not be seen. 

On the other hand, many players will 
not warn an opponent of his careless- 
ness, Their argument is that if a man 
is careless it 1s his own lookout; and 
they do not hesitate to take advantage. 
A player whose partner was particular- 
ly careless about holding his cards, 
said to him: ‘‘Partner, you had better 
show me your hand also as both the 
adversaries have seen it: Don't be a 
“‘peeper” yourself and don’t Ict the 
“‘peepers” take advantage of your part- 
ner or of yourself.

In this hand it should be apparent 
that Y Z have a freak hand and can 
probably make five or more hearts. On 
the other hand, it should be possible for 
A B to make five spades. Even ifthey 
fail to do so, they probably will save a 

‘game and rubber with the bid. 

For these reasons, A should un- 
-doubtedly bid five spades. Y certainly 
will bid six hearts, yet even that bid 
A should not double. In the actual 
yhand, A doubled five hearts, Z re- 
doubled and made a grand slam. Y was 
void of diamonds and Z was void of 
clubs. Y Z easily made all the tricks as 
Z also held the ace of spades. Be on the 
lookout for freak hands of this type 
and don’t let the fact that you hold a 
big hand coax you into a double that 
the bidding should indicate cannot be 
‘made.

Here is another freak hand and one 

that should be carefully considered. 
The bidding should indicate a blank 
heart suit or at most a singleton heart 
in Z’s hand, and the same holding in 
clubs in Y’s hand. If such is the case, 
B cannot figure on more than two sure 
tricks (the ace king of diamonds) and 
two possible tricks (one in hearts and 
one in clubs). A cannot be depended 
upon for a single trick, therefore B 
must win the required number of tricks 
in his own hand. As he cannot hope to 
win more than three tricks, he should 
not double the four spade bid. 

On the other hand, when he figures 
that Y Z will make four Spates he 
certaioly is justified in bidding five 
learts, He can hardly hope to make 
this vid tut, even though he fails to do 
so, the bid certainly will save game 
and rabber and is, therefore, justifiable, 

If the opponents should then bid five _ 
spadea, B should double. It is an in- 
teres ing hand aad should be carefully 
noted.

WAINWRIGHT I8 RAZED, 
LOSS OF OVER $1,000,000 
SUFFERED IN FIERCE BLAZE 


Wainwright, July 22.—Fire, driven 
to a mad fury of destruction by a wind 
of almost cyclonic proportions, swept 
though the business section of Wain- 
wright on Saturday morning and 
razed more than 90 commercial estab- 
lishments in the heart of the city. 
Damage estimated at over $1,000,000 
was cause, less than one-third of 
which was covered by insurance. No 
injuries have been reported. 

Feverish work by volunteer fire- 
fighters resulted in the salvation of 
the residential district, where travel- 
ers and others rendered homeless by 
the flames, have been given accommo- 
dation. More than four blocks of 
buildings were destroyed by the fire 
which started at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 

Originating in a small chicken coop 
at the edge of town the flames were 
forced by the gale to the lumber yard 
of the Atlas Lumber Company, which 
is nearby. In a few minutes the piled 
bozrds and lumber were burning 
fiercely and the fire had spread to 
the municipal skating rink, which ad- 
joins. The wooden structure which 
could accommodate 2000 was a mass 
of flames before the fire fighters 
arrived. 

Before the startled townspeople 
could make any move to save the dis- 
trict, flames were leaping across the 
roadways, making the efforts of the 
fire department and volunteer bucket 
brigades useless. ; 

All Wainwright was menaced as the 
skating rink burned fiercely in the 
strong wind, with sparks and heavy 
embers flying on all sides. The Park 
hotel, three blocks away, was the next 
building to catch fire, closely fol- 
lowed by ‘the surrounding structures. 

Bedding, food, medical and surgical 
supplies, furniture and other relief 
supplies were rushed out from Ed- 
monton late Sunday afternoon by 
motor trucks to the town. _ 

‘All-hotels, bakeries, ‘grocery: shops, 
drug stores and doctors’ offices being 


:| destroyed, along with furniture stores 


and clothing shops, there was urgent 
need. Wainwright’s Town; Council cal- 
led a special meeting to deal with the 
‘situation. ' : ‘ : 

A more complete check-up shows 
Wainwright's fire bill on Saturday to 
have far exceeded $1,000,000, Mayor 
Forster declared last evening. Of this 
loss less than one-third was covered 
by insurance. The entire business 
section of the town was destroyed and 
four.residences were also razed. 

Rebuilding would commence at 
once, the mayor said. He had canvas- 
sed most of the business men in the 


-!1town and they had announced their 


determination to erect temporary 
structures as soon. as possible and 
then proceed with the re-establish- 
ment of the town. The first work of 
reconstruction will commence early 
on Monday morning. 

Late this afternoon a checkup 
showed that the only buildings left 
standing in the business district were 
the Dominion customs house, the 
Wainwright machine shop, the Man- 
ning-Sutherland Lumber, Ltd. and 
the Empress Cafe.

GOLF 

Golf is a form of work made ex- 
pensive enough for a nian to enjoy it. 
It is physical and mental exertion 
made attractive by the fact that you 
have to dress for it in a $200,000 club- 
house. 

Golf is what letter carrying, ditch 
digging and carpet beating would be 
if those three tasks had to be perform- 
ed on the same hot afternoon in short 
pants and colored socks by gouty- 
looking gentlemen who require a dif- 
ferent implement for every mood. 

Golf is the simplest looking game in 
the world when you decide to take it 
up, and the toughest after you have 
been at it ten or twelve years. 

It is probably the only known game 
a man can play as long as a quarter of 
a century and then discover that it 
was too deep for him in the first place. 

The game is played on carefully se- 
lected grdss with little white balls and 
as many clubs as the player can af- 
‘ford. These little balls cost from 75 
cents to $25, and it is possible to sup- 
port a family of ten people (all 
adults) for five months on the money 
represented by the balls lost by some 
golfers in a single afternoon. 

A golf course has eighteen holes, 
seventeen of which are unnecessary 
and put into make the game harder. 

A‘“hole” is a tin cup in the centre of 
a “green.” A “green” is a small par- 
cel of grass costing $1.98 a blade and 
usually located between a brook and 
a couple of apple trees, or a lot of 
“unfinished excavation.” 

The idea is to get the golf ball into 
each of the eighteen cups in the few- 
est strokes and the greatest number 
of words. 

The ball must not be thrown, push- 
ed or carried. It must be propelled 
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‘by about $200'worth of curlous look- 
Ing imploments ospoclally dosigned to 
provoke the ownor. 

Hach.implemant has a specific pur- 
pose and ultimately some golfers got 
to know what that purpose It. They 
are the’ exceptions, After each hole 
has been completed, the golfer counts 
hls strokes. Thon he subtracts six 
and-says, “Made that tn five. That's 
one above par. Lot's play for fifty 
cents next hole, too, Bd.” 

Aftor the final, or elghteenth hole, 
the golfer adds up his score and stops 
when he has reached elghty-seven. 
“He then has a swim, a pint of gin, 
sings “Sweet Adeline’ with six or 
eight other liars, and calls it the end 
of a perfect day.

Marking of Alberta roads to greatly 
aid tourists has been decided upon by 
the Alberta Motor Association, affect-

A. B. Mackay, president of the A. M. 
A., expressed his regrets that the Al- 
berta government had not carried out 
scheme, 
when recently in Edmonton. |‘It was 
understood that such a policy was to 
be carried out and it is regrettable 
that it has not been put into actual 
effect as yet,” said Mr. Mackay. “In 
my opinion, public men are under-es- 
timating the importance and value of 
tourist traffic to this province.” 


Signs will be placed by the A.M.A.. 
along the Blue Trail, so it was an- 
nounced by Fred R. Brason, president 
of the Calgary branch of the assccia- 
tion. The program also includes plac- 
ing of signs on roads to the oil fields, 
leading in from the north and out 
from the south; also from Calgary to 
Medicine Hat westward. The fact that 
there were numerous complaints caus- 
ed the association to take action as 
soon as possible. 

President Frank Barnhouse, of the 
Edmonton branch, said that in the 
north the program included marking 
of the highway from Edmonton to 
Lloydminster, from Edmonton to Jas- 
per, Edmonton to Wainwright, from 
Edmonton to Athabaska and fro6m We- 
taskiwin to Macklin. 


UNVEIL FATHER LACOMBE 
STATUE AT ST. ALBERT 


St. Albert, July 22.—In honor of the 
man whom the Indians called “The 
Noble Soul” and “The Man With the 
Good Heart” and who has come to be 
known in history as one of the great- 
est pioneers in Western Canada, three 
thousand men and women gathered 
Sunday at the little town of St. Albert, 
nine miles out of Edmonton, when the 
memorial to Father Lacombe was un- 
veiled. 

“For sixty-seven years he labored 
for God, his fellow men and his coun- 
try,” says the inscription on the base 
of the monument to Father Lacombe 
which was unveiled Sunday after- 
noon. Citizens prominent in the af- 
fairs of the Northwest and of Can- 
ada paid tribute to him as a man, 
a teacher and a builder. 

With cross uplifted as in the days 
of his heroism among the Indians, 
Father Lacombe stands and_ looks 
down over the valley. 

The statue was brought over from 
France by means of Rev. Father Ian, 
O.M.L, parish priest of St. Albert, 
assisted by prominent citizens and 
old-timers of Alberta, and by a group 
of patrons. 

The statue was unveiled by Pat- 


minister of the interior; Ligourly ; 
Lacombe, M.P., relative of the hon- 
ored missionary and _ representative 
of Quebec; His Honor Dr. William 
Egbert, lieutenant governor of Al- 
berta; Mayor A. U. G. Bury, of Ed- 
monton; His Grace Archbishop 
O’Leary; Rev. Dr. D. G. McQueen, 
old-timer and chaplain of the Old- 
Timers’ Association of Northern Al- 
berta, and James E. Reilly, secretary 
of the Father Lacombe memorial.

As promised, it is about time wo 
continued our description of our trip. 
Entering the Yellowstone National 
Park, it was up grade from Gardner 
to Mammoth Camp. This is the larg: 
est camp in the park, and the most 
wonderful part of this camp 1s the en- 
ormous terraces bullt up for ages from 
the hot limo springs. A large volume 
could be written about this one place. 
We stayed there one day and two 
nights On our way from Mammoth 
to Norris Junction, we saw a moun- 
tain which they called the growler. 
This undoubtedly got its name from a 
continuous growling noise. There is 
nothing. at Norris Junction but small 
hot water pools and small geysers. 
From Norris Junction we went to 
Canyon and Tower Falls Junction. 
That canyon is a wonderful sight. It 
is very deep and formed out of yellow 
rock, which undoubtedly has given 
the Yellowstone River its name. From 
there we went to Old Faithful, and on 
the way we stopped at an iron spring. 
Personally, I would have liked to 
drink that water all my life in pref- 
erence to moonshine and home brew, 
for thatisall youcaniget in the U.S. 
Old Faithful Camp has gotten its 
name from Old Faithful Geyser, which 
has been spouting for the past 70 
years at least. About every 60 min- 
utes it starts with a roaring noise, and 
the spray goes as high as 75 ft. There 
are lots of others, such as paint pots, 
mud ‘volcano, punch bowl spring, 
daisy geyser, black sand pool, tur- 
quoise geyser, beehive geyser, hand- 
kerchief pool. The last named is lo- 
cated in the black sand basin. There 
is nothing but black sand there. A 
great many people put their kerchiefs 
in that pool to see them disappear for 
about a minute and then return to the 
surface agan, washed ready for the 
ironing board. : 
Here also is the, bears’ lunch coun- 
ter. Every night about dusk, all the 
scraps and refuse are hauled to that

lunch countor, then you will see the 
bears come from all directions—black 
bear, cinnamon bear, and grizzly ag 
woll, big bear and small ones. A park 
guard is stationed betwoon the lunch 
counter and the grandstand.

We must not for- 
get to mention that we had ono night 
of frost at Old Faithful. While you are 
high up, still you will find all kinds of 
flowers, we noticed especially the 
larkspur or delphinum, growing all 
over. 

From there wo went to the Thumb. 
On going there we had to cross the 
divide twice. The place is located in 
the southwestern corner of Yellow- 
stone Lake. There we spent another 
night. The next morning we went to 
Fishing Bridge: That is the outlet of 
‘Yellowstone Lake, and the’ starting 
point of the Yellowstone River. Its 
Icy waters empty into the Missouri, 
the Missouri into the Mississippi, then 
down into the Gulf of Mexico. Fishing 
Bridge is a large camp. There is the 
Government Fish Hatchery, where 
they hatch thousands of trout. We 
tried our luck at fishing, but were not 
lucky enough to catch any. Others 
were more successful and they gave 
uS 80me. We enjoyed them very 
much. There also we saw the pranks 
of a large bear. He was walking 
through the camp looking for some- 
thing to tickle his palate. He was 
not long in finding it, for a family had 
left their box of provisions on one of 
the camp tables. First of all he got 
hold of a can of lard, which he en- 
joyed immensely. Next he found a 
carton of rolled oats, which he tore 
open, and not liking it, he cast it 
aside. Next was a.can with sugar, 
which he devoured. By that time the 
box fell off the table. He found about 


half a pound of butter, also some jam] 


or jelly. After getting away with 
that, he Kind of rolled things around 
with his paw, took a look round and 
walked off. 

The last and final description of 
our trip will follow shortly. 

In conclusion, we want to say that 
we are all enjoying good health, and 
‘business is good. It is quite warm 
now. We have lots of rain, so that 
everything is growing well. We have 
had radish, lettuce, spinach, carrots, 
beans, peas and beets out of our gar- 
den. ; 

The Fourth of July was a tame af- 
fair as far as we were concerned, as 
you Cannot get acclimatized in so 
short a time. All that is left from the 
celebration is a lot of dead and wound- 
ed. Qur next letter will follow short- 
ly.

NEW RECORD FOR CAR 
PRODUCTION IN SIX MONTHS 

Detroit, July 18. — The first six 
months of 1929 will go down in auto- 
motive annals as the period in which 
for the first time the automobile 
plants produced approximately 3000, 
000 cars and trucks, or in round fig- 
ures 1,000,000 more than ever before 
in a like time. : 

In connection with the achieve- 
ment certain high lights developed. 
Among them is the creation of a new 
record total for one day’s output. 
This was by the Ford Company, 
which a few days ago manufactured 
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cars in. twonty-four hours, The 
provious record for a single day was 
made hy Ford in October, 1926, 
when the plants produced 8,710 of 
the old model in one day, 

Another manufacturing perform: 
ance which will go om record fs that 
of the Chevrolet company in produc: 
ing and distributing more than 800, 
000 six cylinder cars in six months, 
This is the first time it has been done 
in the six cylinder division. Manu- 
facturers of six cylinder cars, by the 
way, gained just that number of 
units beyond the normal rate of in- 
crease by the Chevrolet’s adoption 
of the principle at the beginning of 
this year. 

During the first half of 1929 Gen- 
eral Motors added to, its lst of 
makes the Viking, introduced by the 
Oldsmobile onganization and the 
Marquqette, a product of the Buick 
factories. : 

The period also brought the first 
eight cylinder car Nsting at less than 
$1,000 . This is the Roosevelt, built by 
Marmon. 

The revival of t he front wheel 
drive principle for passenger cars 
became actual with the appearance 
of the Cord car, sponsored by the 
Auburn company, and named after E. 
L. Cord, its president, and_ the 
Ruxton car, by New Era Motors, Inc., 
headed by A. M. Andrews, New York. 

Descriptions of the Cord car be- 
came available this week. It is a 
straight eight with a wheel-base of 
137 inches. The engine is of Lycom- 
ing manufacture, rated at 125 brake 
horsepower. 

Use of the front wheel drive, it is 
said, has made it possible to build 
the chassis four and one-half inches 
lower than the usual run of rear 
wheel drive cars. The entire opera- 
tive mechanism is concentrated in 
front of the dash. The car both 
drives and steers through the front 
wheels. In these models are said to 
be incorporated the rights and pat- 
ents developed by Harry A. Miller, 
Los Angeles racing car designer, 
which have passed into the owner- 
ship of Mr. Cord and the $125,000,000 
corporation he has formed.

An Indian grave, discovered by 
accident by Canadian Pacific em- 
ployees at work near Brooks, Al- 
berta, last May, ts considered by 
experts to be between 300 and 400 
years old. It is thought the grave 
was originally above ground but 
the passage of centuries had buried 
the grave below the soil. An irri- 
gation ditch was being constructed 
when the grave was discovered. 


Tri-motored airplanes are being 
launched in one of the most spee- 
tacular fights in the history of 
aviation. War has. been declared 
by the Canadian Government on the 
spruce bud worm and the airplane 
is to be the principal’ arm of the 
service. - Planes each carry 1,600 
pounds of powder, and will dust it 
while flying low, over the tree 
tops. 


The blueberry industry is show- 
ing much improvement in Yar- 
mouth and Shelburne counties, 
Nova Scotia. Last year there were 
only 4,000 acres of crown land 
burned for blueberry growing; this 
year 10,000 acres have been burn- 
ed. Value of crop last year was 
$65,000 and it is estimated that the 
crop’s value could be' increased to 
half a million dollars. 


The province of Alberta has 
adopted Old Age Pensions, the 
funds for which are provided by 
co-operation between the federal 
and provincial governments. The 
scheme has now been adopted by 
all Canadian provinces from the 
Quebec boundary westward. 


Though crops in several parts of 
Western Canada would be benefit- 
ted by rains, crop outlook on the 
whole is very promising. Reports 
from all parts of Saskatchewan are 
generally encouraging. The Al- 
berta report is good, especially the 
Peace River country where present 
prospects indicate one of the best 
crops on record. About 25,000,000 
acres are sown to wheat in Canada 
this year. Last year the Domin- 
ion harvested over 533,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, the largest crop in 
the country’s history. 


The fourth annual midsummer 
gathering of the Swedish-Canadian 
League held a two-day convention 
at Lac du Bonet, Manitoba, re- 
cently and decided to build a home 
for Old Swedish folks at Winnipeg. 
Another feature of the gathering 
was a pageant of old Swedish folk- 
dancing and songs presented in old- 
time costumes. Many of the danc- 
ers were the same who appeared 
at the Regina festival held earlier 
in the year at the Saskatchewan 
hotel in that city. 


A list of extraordinary accidents 
has recently been published occur- 
ring to motorists at level crossings 
and included the following:—One 
driver parked car on tracks and 
went to sleep. 44 motorists drove 
into the sides of moving trains. 38 
drove into the sides of standing 
trains. One tried unsuccessfully to 
drive between railway cars while 
they were switching. Seven went 
for a drive along the tracks and 
met express trains. One driver. 
left his car on the tracks while he 
went to search for something he 
had dropped on the road; when he 
returned there was nothing left of 
his car. > Eleven found out too late 
that their brakes needed relining.

Ties Sadarefor Our Wheat 


Amendments to the Canada Grain 
Act werte-“passed at the last session 
of the Canadian parliament which will 
materially raise the average quality of 
all grades of Canadian wheat shipped 
out of Canadian terminals. Hereafter, 
beginning with this year’s crop, all 
grades of wheat shipped out of Cana- 
dian terminal elevators will be grad- 
ed out on a composite sample equal 
to 75 per cent of. the average quality 
of the grade at the primary inspection 
point and 25 per cent of the minimum 
quality, or standard of the grade, at 
the primary point. In addition, mixing 
in the statutory grades of No. 1 Hard, 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern, No. 2 Man- 


{toba Northern, and No. 8 Manitoba 
Northern ts prohibited, this clause to 
come into effect August 1st, 1930. 

The new composite standard which 
has been incorporated in the Canada 
Grain Act, was suggested to the Do- 
minion parliament by the Brown 
Royal Commission, which has been in- 
vestigating the whole grain marketing 
situation {n Western Canada for the 
past elght months, and by the Cana- 
dian Wheat Pools. 

At the first sitting at the last ses- 
sion of the Select Standing ‘Commit- 
tee on Agriculture and Colonization, 
A. J. McPhail, President of the Cen- 


tral Selling Agency of the Canadian

I think this would be a cor- 
rect interpretation. It would mean, if 
it were accurately done, that such a 
standard at Fort William would be 
thirty-seven and one half per cent 
higher than the standard that is used 
at the primary inspection point, or 
twelve and one half per cent below 
the average quality at the primary in- 
spection point. It would leave a 
twenty-five per cent lee-way around 
the average quality of the grain— 
twelve and one half per cent below the 
average. We find it is necessary to 
have the lee-way in order to ensure 
that the pool or any other grain or- 
ganization be able to get out their 
wheat equal in quality to the higher 
standard. 

“We believe that this will practic- 
ally eliminate mixing; it will ensure a 
uniformly higher quality in each 
grade going out from the terminal 
elevators, and we regard that as im- 
portant from the standpoint of being 
able to secure the most dollars and 
cents for all our wheat. For instance, 
if you were to abolish mixing simply 
by law, by statute, without raising the 
standard, you would create a condition 
where you would have cargoes of 
wheat going from the terminal rang-

This is a matter 
of opinion, of course; but it can be 
taken fairly well for granted that the 
buyer on the other side of the water 
will ‘be. influenced more in the direc- 
tion of bidding on the minimum qual- 
ity of the grain because that is what 
he will: possibly, or quite probably, 
frequently get.

grain companies, would be compelled 
to mix up as well as down in order to 
have a uniform average quality of the 
grain going out from terminal elevat- 
ors. We believe that a uniform qual- 


‘}ity of grain in all cargoes is essential, 


or very necessary from the standpoint 


ijof the people who buy our grain. 


“The Standards Board which will 
establish the grain standards for each 


i}year’s crop as soon as practicable af- 


ter harvest, will be appointed ‘by the 
board of grain commissioners and is 
to consist of the commissioners, the 
chairmen of the oBards of Grain Ap- 
peal, the chief inspector, the chief 


Lchemist of the Board and the Dsmin- 


ion cerealist as ex-officio 
together with one representative of 
the millers, four representatives of 
the producers of Alberta, five repre- 
sentaties of the producers of Sask- 
atchewan, three representatives of the 
producers of Manitoba and one repre- 
sentative of the producers of British 
Columbia.”

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Constable Pattie, the A.P.P. officer 
at Rocky Mouhtain Hotise, has. writ- 
ten a story-to the. head office of the 
Red Deer sub-(istrict at. Red Deer, 
concerning an Indian Sun Dance, June 
15 to 18, at the confluence of the 
Baptiste: and Saskatchewan rivers, 
about 26 miles north of Rocky Moun- 
tain House. f 

The Indians (non-treaty Chippewas 
and Crees) had been preparing busily 
for the occasion, buying.all manner of 
bright colored goods. The police and 
three local merchants were the only 
white people allowed to be present. 

The camp was circular, with a track 
in the centre and a.ring of teepees 
around the outer edge; the whole be- 
ing about-.a ‘mile ‘across;.. A concert 
was held Saturday evening; which last- 
ed till 1.a.m.:Sunday, “Early Sunday 
morning (before 6 a.m.) the Indians 
were’ “carefully ~taking™*measurements 
and. preparing to build a lodge for the 
Great.Dance. Then followed a parade 
of young.sbucks ahd squaws, riding 
eight abreast, dressed in gaudy colors 
and carrying the Sun-Pole, the centre 
pole of the lodge, .which was a 35 ft. 
poplar about 14 inches thick. About 
forty smaller: poles 20 ft. by 8 inches 
were then carried. for ‘the 
Rituals were indulged in, as_ these 
various: poles: were brought and put in 
their respective places. Then each 
member .of- the parade, about fifty, 
returned carrying alcft a green poplar 
branch, which gave the appearance of 
an advancing forest. 

’The next ceremony was a mounted 
parade, led by John O’Chase, 
fasted for two weeks for the benefit 
of all mankind. It is cus:omary for 
the faster to lead the parade inounted 
on a horse, but John was too weak, 
so he was borne on a stretcher, which 
was laid on a democrat in which he 
was driven around, leading the par- 
ade.

orogtod.’ “ho! interior’ wis divided Into 
dlx-foot “stalls, ‘four ddhedrs ‘to éncli; 
tho bucks on tho wost' side,-and the 
squaws on the cist: John O'Chase was 
lad on a bed of poplar boughs at the 
north ond and tho south was left for 
an ontrance. Tho Indlan chiefs, a 
Tom-Tom band and tho lesser Indians 
gathered inthe centre around the San 
Pole, Aftor an addross by Chief Yel- 
low Face, the dancing began, which 
lasted for two days and two nights, 
without a stop for eating or drintk- 
ing. They blow their bugles (whistles 
about a foot long) and worshipped the 
Great Spirit, the Barth and Fire. Dur- 
ing the ceremony, bowls of hot soup 
wore passed pround to tempt the 
dancers, but ono accepted. 

Several small fires were built round 
the Sun Pole.. An Indian on entering, 
would begin o pipe. He would ther 
squat on the ground and remove his 
hat, while the Master of Ceremonies 
would bring a coal from the Sacred 
Fire and light his pipe. Only those 
Indians who belonged to the lodge or 
belief, or who had partaken in the 
fast previously, were given these 
pipes. After the pipe was lit, the In- 
dian was noticed to be meditating, 
which was the act of getting in touch 
with his spirit or dream ghost. The 
pipe woud be completely . turned 
round, from north to east, south and 
west ,and then pointed from those 
points in rotation to the ground. 

The ceremony was explained to the 
white spectators by a Scotchman, Mr. 
Bremner, aged 82, whose family were 
participating. He was the interpreter 
at Louis Riel’s trial and was in Win- 
nipeg when the first R.N.W.M.P. ar- 
rived, which was the greatest rellef to 
the white people who feared the In- 
»;dians and breeds at that time. He 
hunted the last herd of buffaloes from 
the Northwest Territories, to Miles 
City in Montana, and was in a neigh- 
boring camp to Buffalo Bill when he 
loaded a cargo of buffalo hides on the 
Mississippi River, and left the carcas- 
ses to rot on the prairies. He smoked 
the Pipe of Peace with Chief Sitting 
Bull and produced the pipe which he 
stated was handed to him and was 
over 100 years old. The pipe had a 
wooden stem about 2 feet long, with 
a red stone bowl. About eight inches 
of the stem was stone, carefully cut 
and carved. He dd not allow this pipe 
to be used in this Sun Dance. 

The old chief of this band of In- 
dians, named Jim O’Ghase, is still 
alive. He is blind: They lead the old 
chap around. He is pretty feeble, but 
appears to be wonderfully active men- 
tally and will take part in discussions 
with: the rest. of.:the tribe.

CROP CONDITIONS LESS’ 
PROMISING SAYS C.P.R. REPORT 


Winnipeg, Man., July 22.—Extreme 
heat accompanied by hot drying winds 
in some districts intensify the need of 
rains on the prairies especially in Al-

A large percentage of wheat is 
now in head and some of the early 
varieties in flower and milk stage on 
straw ranging from 14 to 20 inches, 
with some shorter and some fields con- 
siderably. higher, moisture, being. of 
course, the factor of growth. Oats and 
barley are backward and generally on 
the short side, with some of the form- 
er and much of the latter in the head, 
but require much moisture to produce 
even a fair crop of feed in the drouth 
districts. 

Taking the situation as a whole, it 
is difficult to definitely forecast the 
outcome of the present spotty condi- 
tion of the crop as much depends on 
receipt of frequent rains to develop 
and fill the heads already short. Much 
of the summerfallow grain is holding 
up well, but stubble, fall and spring 
plowed crops are almost a failure, and
